29 patients had been admitted and 
dipcharged during the month, leaving 
the number of patients in the hospital 
at the end of the month, ten. The 
matron referred to the work being 
done by tlie Ladies’ Aid in furnish- 
ing the women’s ward, and also men- 
tioned that the laundry work had been 
sent to the steam laundry and the 


hospital had received satisfactory 
service. 
The matter of an agreement. ‘be- 


tween the hospital and the city coun- 
cil received attention and was  en- 
tered into, a.resolution of the hospital 
board being passed accepting the’ 
agreement and authorizing the nee- 
essary signatures to be made. 

The agreement calls for the hospi- 
ital board providing free hospital 
treatment in the public ward-for in- 
digent patients on the city's relief 
funds in consideration of the’ city 
making a grant for the year of $1200 
to the hospital.

Montreal, May,’ 11,—In_ a ‘statement 


of a new land colonizing policy of: the ; 


Canadian Pacific railway, -made: pub- 
lic here yesterday ‘by BE. W. Beatty, 
K.C., president ,of the company, it is 
announced that the indebtedness of 
the farmers who now have contracts’ 
with the company will be taken over 
by the Canadian Pacific railway and 
the contracts will be re-written and 
the indebtedness spread over. a period 
of 34 years, che farmer: to receive 
title to his land upon completion of 
No an- 
nual payment of interest and principal 
combined shall exceed seven per cent 
of the. cost’t{ the farm. Thirty thou- 
sand farmers in Canada are affected 
by this proposal. 


President Beatty's announcement is 
in part as follows: 


“The present position is due to sev- 
eral cuuses. During the war the high 
prices realized for farm produce and 
bountiful crops obtained in 1915-16 
induced expenditure by farmers. for 
extra’ equipment and’ increased land 
holdings, which, since the decrease 
in value of farm produce without a 
similar decrease in wages or cost of 
living, together with crop failures in 
some districts, have resulted ii a 
rapidly increasing burden of debt, 
and in the case of some 30,000 farm- 
ers holding land under contract for 
purchase from the company—through 
no fault of their own—they find them- 
selves behind in their payments and 
a certain amount of discouragement 
and depression has resulted which if 
unchecked and unremedied must in- 
evitably spread wider, breeding a 
spirit of pessism with its many at- 
tendant evils. 


“The Canadian Pacific has always 
been the pioneer in providing favor- 
able terms for the colonization of its 
land in the west, particularly in con- 
nection with the terms under which 
their. lands have been sold, in the pre- 
paration of ready made farms, the 
advance of livestock to settlers, loans 
made to them and the aid granted 
through its agricultural and develop- 
ment departments. It igs clear that 
the new plan will do much to reestab- 
lish confidence in the, west, retain 
settlers .who are now proposing. ,to 
leave, and. stimulate immensely the 
immigration of desirable ‘agricultural 
colonists, 


“Briefly, the plan is to take the 
indebtedness of the farmers who: have 
contracts. with the company,:re-write | 
their contracts end : spread the pre- 
sent. indebtedness over a period of 
thirty-four years on an amortization 
plan. The settler will pay the same 
amount annually for thirty-four years 
and upon the completion of the thirty- 
fourth payment receives title to the 
land; he is assured that no annual 
payment of interest and_ principal 
combined will exeged seven per cent 
of the cost of the farm. The plan 
will absorb his total indebtedness in 
easy payments, allowing him sutfi- 
cient from profits to provide both 
the comforts and enjoyments of life 
for his family. = 


“The future of western Canada, in 
fact of Canada as a whole, is depend- 
ent upon greater population. If the 
farmers were even fairly well. satis- 
fied with their conditions it would 
greatly facilitate the securing of more 
and desirable settlers. There is at 
present a considerable exodus from 
the west which is practically nullify- 
ing the efforts of the Canadian Paci- 
fic and the government to encourage 
new peoples to come in. 


“The loss of people to the country | 
is a loss to Canadian business in gen- 
eral, affecting manufacture, com- 
merce, transportation, etc. To get 
desirable immigrants, we must have 
fairly well satisfied farmers. 


“Under the new Canadian Pacific 
plan farmers will now be able to be 
successful upon their holdings, and 
the government and the raiiroads be 
in a position to encourage prospective 
settlers to take up unsold or unoccu- 
pied, farm lands. In. Great Britain, 
the United States, and other coun- 


trios from, which desirable immigra- | 


tion is ready to flow. a marked stimu- 
lus to land settlement will without 
doubt result from the introduction of 
the new policy as outlined.” 


“Made in» Canada” goods from all 
over the dominion will be included in 
the exhibition of Canadian products 
and manufactures to be sent to 
France on exhibition next month. The 
exhibition train that will tour that 
country will be, finaneed by the 
French government to a large extent 
and officers of the Canadian Manu- 
facturers association. are looking to it 
to prove a most effective agency of 
showing what Canada ean do in the 
way of producing merchantable wares. 

The total flow of the five chief hot 
springs at Banff in the Banff National 
park, Alberta, has been found by test 
to be about 40,000 gallons per hour 
or approximately 1,000,000 gallons a 
day.

When grown on clean 
summerfallow land, 323 lbs of water 

1 were required to grow 1 Ib of dry 
matter (wheat), When four mustard 
plants per square foot were allowed 
to grow with the wheat 372 Ibs of 
water were used in produced Lb of 
dry matter (wheat). From this data 
we learn that the additional moisture 
required to grow 4 mustard plants 
per square foot with a wheat crop 
over an acre, is equivalent to 230 
tons, or an amount equal to 2.1 inches
